MARISCHAL COLLEGE, Fuly 31. 1786. 
HE Principal and all the Profeflors 
of Marif-hal College are forry to be obliged, in 
this public manner, to take notice of an advertifement late- 
ly publithed in the Edinburgh papers, in the name of fome 
Members of King’s College, with whom they have everbeen 
defirous to preferve the moft perfect harmony. 

Thofe Gentlemen complain, That an attempt for obtain- 
ing an Union of the Two Colleges has been lately renewed 
without their knowledge, or any communication with them. But, 
ean it be reafonably thought either neceffary or proper, for 
the friends of the Union to confult about it with thofe per- 
fons who had abfoluiely. refuted to have any further commu- 
nication with them on that fubjeét, had declared their deter- 
mined oppofition to it, and who have fince taken every mea- 
fare in their power to defeat it? Thofe Gentlemen had, 
however, reafon to believe, particularly from the ill fuccefs 
of their application to a perfon of high rank, couneéted with 
the Marif- hal College, that a meafure of fuch acknowledged 
utility, ard fo warmly patronized by the Public, was not in- 
ftantly dropt for want of their concurrence. Unanimity 
would have becn very defirable : But, ‘as it isfearcely to be 
expected that all the private interefts and prejudices of indi- 
viduals, will be voluntarily facrificed to the public good, thofe 
who are friendly to the union, while they lament the delufion 
of their brethren, think themfelves neverthelefS bound, by 
every confideration of duty and character, to purfue the molt 
proper means for effeéting it. 

It is faid to be improper and even imprafticable. Why then 
has it been fo frequently agitated? Why has it oftener 
than once within thefe thirty years, been fo ftrenuoufly fup- 
ported by the very perfons who now fo ftrenuoufly oppofe it ? 
And why do the Gentlemen take the trouble to oppofe it, if 
they really believe it impracticable? Does any one think it 
neceflary to exert himfelf for preventing the execution of 
what he is convinced can never be executed ?—But, to make 
them perfeétly cafy on this head, it is proper to inform them, 
that the immediate objeét of the petition is not to afk an 
Union, but that his Majefty will be pleafed to appoint Vifi- 
tors to enquire into the propriety and praé?icability of fuch a 
fcheme; and, with this view, to examine the prefent ftate of 
both Colleges; a meafure which furely can dong harm to cither, 
whether an union bethe confequence or not 

It is further faid, That the printed plan was attended with 
a very imperfet reprefentation of falls relating to their conduft. 
A minute detail was not intended; nothing, however, was . 
advanced that is not truce: But many particulars were fup- 
prefled, from motives, which thofe prefent at the meeting in 
September laft ought rather to refpeét than cenfure. 

Laftly, In regard to the unhandfome charge of endeavour- 
ing to obtain fubfcriptions by furprife, or perhaps under the idea 

yf its being agrecable to the fentiments of both Colfeges; the print- 
ed plan above alluded to, with which the application was al- 
ways accompanied, perfeétly refutes this accufation. Nay, 
many letters exprefling the higheft approbation, which have 
been received from diftinguifhed Noblemen and Gentlemen in 
this part of the kingdom, clearly demonftrate that they have 
not been furprifed into the meafure, but perfeétly underftood 
all the circumftances of the cafe. 

But there is nothing that the friends of union more fin- 
cerely regret than the too warm condué of their opponents. 
—Could they be prevailed on to treat the fubjeé in a difpaf- 
fionate manner, and impartially to weigh the numerous a:- 
guments in favour of the plan, it might {till be hoped, thet 
they would return to their former fentiments, and would 
cordially join with a very refpeétable part of their own focie- 
ty, with all the Members of Marifchal College, and with 
the public of every rank, both in town and country, in pro- 
moting a meafure which, they cannot but be fenfible, would 
prove of effential fervice to the education of youth, to th, 
profperity of the Univerfity,—-and to their own reputation |
